Explosions ef Natural liiai). 


We are told that dreadful conse> 
quenoes are likely to follow the Amer* 
ican enterprise of boring for natural 
gaa: that in China the Lake Foo Chang 
rests upon a district that was blown up 
and all its inhabifants destroyed, and 
that the same catastrophe is imminent 
in the Unite States unless the laws re- 
strict further development in the bor- 
ing of so many wells. The correspond- 
ent who sounds this note of alarm says: 
"Should an explosion occur there will 
be such an npheavel as will dwarf the 
ji^ 
most 
terrible 
of earthquakes evw 
- 
- lo&own. /The country along the gi»- 
belt from Toledo through Ohio, Indiana 
and Kentucky ^ill be ripped up to a 
depth of from 1,200 to 1,500 feet and 
flopped over like a pancake, leaving a 
dhasm through which the waters of 
Lake Erie will come howling down, 
filling the Ohio and Mississippi valleys 
and blotting them out forever." 


This is very startling, and to many 
may appear very plausible, seeing that 
the quantity of gas that sometimes 
rushes forth when these wells are 
opened is so enormous. 
Those, how- 
ever, who have made practical experi- 
ments on exploding such gases will not 
be prevented from settling in the Ohio 
or Mississippi Valley by fear of the an- 
tioipated catastrophe. 


Lecturers who, like myself, says a 
writer in the Gentlemen's 
Magazine, 
have often shown the old popular ex- 
periment of the electrical pistol will 
especi^y 
appreciate 
my meaning. 
This is a tube through which an elec- 
tric spark may be passed into a mixture 
of coal gas and atmospheric air. 
The 
usual mode of showing the experiment 
is^to hold the tube over a gas jet for 
a few second, then cork it and pass 
the spark. It should explode and 
shoot out the cork, but very frequently 
fails, and why? Simply because it 
oontains too much gas. 
The lecturer, 
in such case, removes the cork, blows 
down the tube or otherwise removes 
some of the gas, and introduces air in 
its place, then tries again, and bang it 
goes.

gaspipe, a gasholder, a cavern or a coal 
mine filled or nearly filled with hydro- 
carbon gas is perfectly inexplosive. 
If 
half filled with such gas it will not ex- 
plode. Even at the present day the 
majority of those who pass the great 
gadiolders ("gasometers," as they are 
miscalled) of our gas works imagine 
that a terrible explosion would occur if 
alight reached their contents. 
The 
fact is that if a flaming torch were 
plonged into one of them when filled 
with gas iha torch would be instantly 
•ztingaiahed, and the gas issuing from 
the hole throogh which the torch was 
thrown would simply bum in the air, 
bat not in the holder. 
It would be a 
big gas jet bnt nothing further.—(Tenr 
Ueman's 
Magazine.

THE BBOBPTIOM. 


The New Year came in with a bright 
and beautiful day in Washington.

The White house was the main point of 
interest to the official world and public 
to-day. 
It was tastefully decorated with 
potted plants, flowers and vines. A few 
minutes after eleven the reception party 
entered the blue parlor. Marshal Wil- 
son and Lieutenant Dnval, of the United 
States navy led, followed by the presi- 
dent an<^. ÜÍ&: Bayard, Secretary Bayard 
and Mrs. Oleveland, Secretary Psirohild 
iuid Mrs. Whitney, Seoretpry Edioott 
and Mrs. Fairohild, Postmastei General 
Tilas and Ool. 
Lamont 
Bearetsary 
Whitney came later and joined the 
party. 


Mrs. Oleveland stood near to the 
president and was assisted by Miss Bay- 
ard, Mrs. Fairohild and Mrs. Whitney. 
The space in the rear of the reception 
>arty was filled with persons, prominent 
n Washington official oiroles. 
All the 
foreign ministers were present, except 
the representatives fiym Portugal and 
Italy. Senor Preston, of Hay^ dean of 
corps, led the party of the Ohinese min- 
isttf and his suite, clad in richly decor- 
ated sUk oriental garbs, attracted much 
attention. 
The supreme court next 
paid its respects to the president, all 
members being present, and others fol- 
lowed in the usual order. 
The notable 
break in the program at this point was 
the non-appearance of associated sol- 
diers of the war of 1812. 
Last year 
they numbered but six, but to-day not 
one made his appearance. 


The Grand Army of the Bepublic 
with a large number of members and 
the Oldest Inhabitants' association of 
the District of Columbia were the last 
organizations to exchange 
greetings 
with the presidential party, and it was 
half past twelve before the western gato 
was thrown open and the general public 
admitted.

HICKSTILLE VISITED BY FIRE 


And One Side of the Main Street Borned 
to the Gronnd. 


Lawless Hei 
Attempt to Tar aod 
FeatlwrHer Hnsbaad and She 
Thwarts Their Purpose. 


Topkka, Kan., Jan. 2.—A gang of 
Lane county 
Euklox has just been 
broken up by the arrest of all but one. 
James Vanderin, Nelson English and P. 
S. Galloway were brought to the city 
by the United States marshal and lodged 
in the county jail. 


They, with five others, are charged 
with a oonspiraoy to intimidate a home- 
steader, named Hoover, with a view of 
forcing him to abandon his claim, for 
thesopposed purpose of one of their 
number jumping i t 


It seems 
that one 
night, several 
months ago, these defendants, who were 
masked, entered the honse of a settler 
named Hoover, near Dighton, carrying 
with 
them 
a bucket of tar 
and 
some 
feathers. 
They 
set 
upon 
Hoover and beat and kicked him unmer- 
cifully. An attempt was made to tar 
and feather him, but he fought desper- 
ately and the tar was splattered over the 
room and furniture. Mrs. Hoover came 
to her husband's assistance, and with a 
heavy wooden chair, felled three of the 
attacking party. 


The masks were torn off, disclosing 
the identities of the parties, who then re- 
treated. Not long after this occurrence 
the humble dwelling of the Hoovers 
was set on fire one night and burned 
to the ground, leaving the family home- 
less on the prairie.

A Former Fort Wayne Man Gets Six 
Tears for Killing Al. Painter. 


Saturday last, says the Toledo Bee, 
Deputy Sheriff John Phelan brought 
Henry Miller, the man who murdered 
Al Painter in the Windsor hotel two 
years ago, into Judge D. H. Oommager's 
room. The prisoner did not speak or 
recognize anyone in the court room, 
and sullenly took the chair indicated by 
his jailor. 


Mr. James M. Huoston, Miller's attor- 
ney, was with him, and Prosecuting At- 
torney James H. ^uthard and his as- 
sistant, Jam Eohn, and with the excep- 
tion of the clerks and a Bee reporter 
were the only ones present. 


A motion was made to withdraw Mil- 
ler's plea of not guilty, which was 
g r a n t s 


The attorneys then entered a plea of 
guilty of manslaughter," which the 
prosecution accepted. 


"What reason have you to offer, Mr. 
Miller," said the court, "why the sen- 
tence of this court should not be passed 
upon you?" 


Not a word from the murderer, who 
sat with his head resting on his hand. 


Then Judge Commager sentenced him 
to six years in the penitentiary, at hard 
labor, no part of which to be solitary 
confinement. 


The physicians in the asylum at Co- 
lumbus say that Miller is not insane, and 
that they never had any indication that 
he had been. They have studied his 
manner, his gait, his complexion, and 
his entire condition, and state that they 
cannot find the least indication of his 
insanity. 


Miller is the man who used to tend 
bar at the Occidental in Fort Wayne.

POPE LEO X n L 


The Anniversary of His Ordination Ob- 
served In Fort Wayne—The 
World's Tribnte. 


The special vesper services at the 
Cathedral yesterday evening in com- 
memoration of the golden jubilee of 
Pope Leo were well attended. Fifty 
years ago yesterday the pope said his 
first mass. Bt. Bev. Bishop Dwenger 
officiated and was attended by the usual 
retinue of clergy prescribed for such oc- 
casions. 


The address, eulogistic of the Holy 
Father's services to the church, to na- 
tions and to society, was delivered by 
the bishop. It was a well prepared and 
very instructive lecture, and those who 
braved the elements to attend it found 
themselves well repaid. 


The choir sang a beautiful "Magnifi- 
cat" and an exquisite "Tantum Ergo" 
with very good effect. The chorus song 
of the forenoon, "Viva it Papa Leone," 
was without a doubt a credit to organ 
and choir, and was well received by the 
congregation. 


The services at St. Mary's, St. Paul's, 
and St. Peter's churches were similar to 
those of the Cathedral. Father Oech- 
tering is said to have delivered an elo- 
quent discourse, and Father Koenig and 
Father Messman were none the less en- 
thused over their theme. 


While in Fort Wayne the occasion of 
Pope Leo's jubilee was of a purely re- 
ligious character, in other eities it was 
obwrved with pomp and pageant and 
Bome, even in its palmest days, nevemt- 
nessed such grandeur as characterised 
the observance of the event 
in 
the 
Eternal city yesterday and to it the eyes 
of three hundred million Catholics were 
turned.

Tatlobsville, O., Dec. 29th, 1887. 
Mayor C. F, Muhler, Fort Wayne, Ind.: 


Dbab Sm:—You may think strange of 
me writing yon of this information. 
I 
passed through your place some time 
ago and I crossed a gas vein at about ten 
miles distant from your place, and if you 
would go twenty miles distant, I can lo- 
cate you a vein three to four ndles wide 
that yon cumot get a dry hole. I have 
located some gas wells since September 
of this year, and went to a good many 
wells partly down and foretold just what 
they would get, and those that I located 
are just beginning to come in. 
One at 
New Enoxville, Auglaize county, Ohio; 
one vein I traced for the Wapakoneta 
gas committee up so far as their terri- 
tory ran, and the St. Mary's folks owned 
the territory across the road. 
They 
sunk on the vein I traced for the Wapa- 
konete folks to the mud road, and they 
got a gusher. I traced the vein from 
the Giddings well. 
The gas in the 
ground acts on my person just like an 
electric battery, and by rai^ng one foot 
off of the ground the current is instant- 
ly broken and I am at ease till I stand 
on my feet again. 
For fear you may 
take me for a crank or going crazy, I 
will stop. My commercial business is 
producing lime stone. I have two quar 
ries, one at Taylorsville, O., one at 
Piqua, O. See Bradstreet's Commercial 
agenoy for my quotations. 
The reason 
why I took thia privilege of writing. I 
felt sure that you folks fdt the need of 
natural gas, and I have located gas wella 
and you have it near enough to get it in 
so large a supply. Hoping yon will ap- 
preciate this as a favor, I remain.

"Since my

cies, and is not conducive to good dis- 
pline, and degrading in its eflfects, and 
is wholly unnecssary in controlling con- 
victs. 
I think better results come from 
a more humane system of treatment, 
with a judicious use of milder discipliu- 
ary measures. 
As the years go by I am 
more strengthened in my opinion that a 
classification of the inmates of our 
prisons into different grades is impera- 
tively necessary, if we hope to decrease 
crime and place unfortunates under oar 
charge on the road to reformation. 
Tne 
promisonous herding of the young in 
age and crime with the old and hardened 
criminals is a relic of the past. 
This 
a^e demands better methods, and every 
effort should be brought to bear in our 
legislature to bring about a change in 
this respect." This reformation will 
meet the approval of all humane people 
and T H E 
S B H T I N E L is pleased to com- 
mend it. 


M B . 
B L A I N E is said to be very un- 
usually afraid of death, and even a 
moderate pain completelj upsets him, 
writes a Washington correspondent. 
This story is corroborated by his sud- 
den ups and downs; his complete pros-

large black bowl, inlaid with mother- 
of-pearl, was brought one day and gave 
occasion for many remarks about this 
wonderful wash-bowl being the only 
proof 
that any Corean had ever in- 
tended to wash himself; but it turned 
out that the bowl was used to hold the 
back hair of the palace ladies and sing- 
ing girls, who wear tremendous chig- 
nons weighing fourteen and 
twenty 
pounds. 
Of 
the really good 
things 
that are brought for sale the best are 
small iron boxes, padlocks, and small 
weapons inlaid with 
silver in some 
really fine designs, many of them so 
nearly Persian as to astonish connois- 
seurs, and others in a fine diaper and 
key pattern quite as foreign to this end 
of the world. 
As inlaid metal work, it 
is crude and coarse compared to what 
other and very near nations can do. 
Disks of open-work bronze and iron 
are often brought hung full of coins 
strung on strings of colored silk. 
The 
coins and medals are curious in them- 
selves, and they are regarded not only 
as charms and ornaments 
but as a 
proper way for a coin-collector to dis- 
play his treasures. 
Of 
embroidery, 
either new or old, very little is seen 
that is good or curious, considering the 
near neighborhood of China and Japan. 
The peddlers often bring the square 
bits of embroidery worn on the front 
and back of the Mandarin's 
palace 
clothes, but 
they are generally too 
frayed, faded, and stained to be of any 
use. 
The plastron of a civil Mandarin 
has two Corean stalks iiyiog toward 
each other. 
Distinction as a Chinese 
scholar allows other to wear the storks, 
while a General sj^orts a brace of most 
dangerous-looking 
white 
tigers 
em- 
broidered on black silk,, with a 
finish 
of conventional clouds and waves in 
brilliant 
colors. 
At weddings 
the 
bridegroom, however lowly in station, 
may ride in an official chair, sit on an 
official leopard-skin near the royal red, 
and also embroider cranes on his gown. 
The bridegroom i^ushes the privilege 
to its limit then, and the plastron of 
cranes becomes a veritable apron of 
red satin covered with four, six, and 
eight cranes of dilferent 
colors.—SL

The fact that party managers and 
public officials show themselves so re- 
sponsive to the vilest elements of society 
indicates great activity on the part of 
these vilest elements. 
Their number 
is not large, but their zeal is hot and 
their purpose is strong; what tJiey lack 
in weight they make 
up in velocity. 
Their demands are incessant and insist- 
ent; their pressure UDon the political 
leaders is never lightened. 
The better 
classes make no sucix demonstration of 
their purpose. 
There is little political 
activity among them; their numbers 
and their weight give them little force, 
because there is little movement. 
The 
vilest prevail over the best because 
they are so much more positive in their 
demands. 


They gain advantage, also, in another 
way. 
They are much less intense in 
their partizanship. 
One who watches 
the municipal contests in a city where 
the two great parties are pretty evenly 
balanced will see that the disorderly 
and vicious classes are by no means 
wedded 
to either party. 
Their vote 
goes, almost solidly, first to one party 
and then to the other—always to the 
candidates that are the most satisfac- 
tory to them. 
Their ]^olitical princi- 
ples are precisely those which one of 
our prominent ('a])italists has so hu 
morously avowed, and for the same rea- 
son. 
They are no bigoted partizans, 
not they. 
Consequently they manage, 
in a good many of our cities, to have 
things largely their own way. 


If the supremacy of the vilest in our 
municipal governments is explained by 
the facts just mentioned, the way ol 
overthrowing that supremacy is clearly 
indicated. 
A great increase of political 
activity and a corresponding abatement 
of partizanship on the ]mrt of the best 
citizens is urgently called for. 
The 
latter is the simpler, and perhaps the 
more efiective, remedy. 
If the upper 
half of each of the great parties were 
as fearlessly independent as the lowest 
quarter of the party is, the rule of the 
vilest would speedily cease and deter- 
mine. 
It 
is the 
confidence of 
the 
bosses that the better (itizena Anil be 
steadfastly loyal to their party obliga 
tions, that encourages them to truck 
and dicker 
with 
the 
rabble. 
The 
knowledge that they were in danger of 
losing the support 
of the reputable 
people would lead them to withdraw 
from that alliance.

is the confidence of the 


booses that the better Htizens will be 
steadfastly loyal to their party obliga- 
tions, that encourages them to truck 
and dicker with 
the 
rabble. 
The 


knowledge that th.-y were in dang* r of 
losing the support of the reputable 
people would lead them to withdraw 
from that alliance. 


The effectiveness of this remedy ha» 


already beer: demonstrated in several 
of our larp* cities. In these cities there 
is a great gain in the }*rfonntl of the 
government, and in the vigor and pu- 
rity of the administration. The same 
remedy is within reach of the roters ol 
all our cities.
